chance on getting what he expects to 
get. 
The mail order house may be 


perfectly honest and still the purchas- 
er stands a good chance of not get- 
ting what he expects to get. The mail 
order catalogues are filled with pic- 
tures that catch the eye. The de- 
scriptions are brief, as they must be 
when thousands of articles are to be 
described within the confines of one 
book. No matter how hard the mail 
order house might try to tell the truth, 
the whole truth aqd nothing but the 
truth, it would be an impossibility. 
The buyer Is simply taking a chance. 


Buying "Sight Unseen." 


How much more satisfactory It is 


to walk into a store in your home town 
and ask to see an article which you 
may have seen advertised in your 
home paper. 
What would anyone 


think of your business ability or your 
common sense if you walked into a 


store at Home and said: "1 saw a 
picr.iiv in tho paper today of a suit 
which I liked very much. Please wrap 
up one for me. Here's the money." 
The merchant would think that you 
were crazy, hut that is exactly what 
you do every time you send an order 
to a mail order house. You buy "sight 
unseen" and you haven't a ghost of a 
chance of getting your money back If 
the article is unsatisfactory when it 
reaches you.

it or that he will not. If he tells you' 
that he will guarantee it you will know 
that you will get your money back or 
another suit or another pair of socks 
in its place if it doesn't wear like It j 
should, for the merchant, besides be- 
ing an honest man in most cases, can- 
not afford not to make his word good. 
He is dependent ii[;on your business 
and that of others in his own commu- 
nity and he cannot afford to misrepre- 
sent his goods. 


After having all this opportunity to 


see what you are buying, you take your 
suit or your stove or whatever" it is 
you buy home or it is sent home for 
you without any delivery charges, anc! 
after you get home and take another 
look at it and decide you don't want 
it after all, you send it back.

MAY GIVE 8HICJC TEST 


In order to get the sentiment of the 


parents of school children in Adams 
county with regard to their giving 
.consent to the general use of the 
Snick test in all schools of the coun- 
ty, Dr. J. Bruce McCreary, associate 
chief medical director of the State 
Department of Health, has sent ques- 
tionailres to every doctor in this coun- 
ty with instructions to fill them in 
land return them after a week's In- 
quiry. The purpose of the Shick test 
which was demonstrated at the War- 
ner hospital on 8 children of the 
school age on January 7 this year, is 
to find out whether the child has 
natural immunitatton from the diph- 
theria germ. If the test discloses a 


i negative result, 
no 
toxin-antitoxin 


need be injected, but should the test 
result in a positive diagnosis after 48 
hours, then the serum toxin-antitoxm 
will be injected into the system of the 
' palient Until further tests dflsclose 
that the patient is immune. Once im- 
mune by the use of this serum, there 
is no danger of ever contracting diph- 
theria. Within the next week, doc- 
tors will advise teachers to ask their 
pupils what their parents think of the 
jplan proposed by Dr. McCreary and if 
a sufficiently high percentage of pa- 
rents consent to the use of the test on 
their children, it will be administered 
without cost to either the parents or 
the school authorities. The test, if

Hundreds of article; that two generations ago were 
home made are now factory made and thche factories 
arc in citie«. 
Power-driven machinery on the farm 


releases a part of the ruial population for other pur- 
^-uits. 
The .'(ate of affairs hah stimulated the exodus 


of the young people from the hard work and penny- 
pi nth ing of the farms to the prospering, easy-going 


Cl'tlt'b. 


The country has not been keeping a fair share of its brighter boys 


and girls. 
It ha1- been the joung people with spirit and initiative who 


have responded to the call of the distant city. 
Had they stayed on the 


farm, this spirit of initiatne would have shown itself along rural lines. 


In certain older parts of the country which have been losing their 


young people to the \Vo4 and the cities for two generations, there is a 
visible moral decline. The roads are neglected so there is less social inter- 
cour^c and a Mimller turnout to school, to church and public events. 
School buildings and grounds have deteriorated. The church is in a rut 
or has c\en ek-appearecl. 
Frivolitv engrosses the young because no one 


orgam/t'S singing schools, htcran societies or debating elubs. The next 
generation, having missed the benefits of these communal institutions, 
bhows itself coarse, sensual and iiresponsible. There is a marked decline 
in the standards of individual and family morality. This is an explana- 
tion of the "degeneracy" that one finds in certain rural parts of New P'ng- 
land and middle states. 


The remedy is to make life on the farms more attractive. There is 


need of redirecting rural education, reinspiring the rural church, multi- 
plying societies of recreative opportunities aud dispelling the false glam- 
our of the distant city. The young people need to be shown that farming 
can be made to pay if one puts brains and energy to it.

What clo you renrp—Phokespeare. 


YOUNG bride writes with the

reading his morning paper at 
the 


breakfast table. This is annoying to 
me and I feel that it is an act of dis- 
courtesy to me. 
Although my hus- 


band himself docs not do it he says it 
is quite all right for his brother to do 
so. What do you say about it?" 


It is so usual for our busy husbands 


nnd fathers and brothers to read the 
paper- o\er their breakfast, often be 
cause they feel that is the only time 
they have to do so, that it would be 
unfair to say that they are thereby 
doing us an act of discourtesy. How- 
ever, I do agree with you that it is 
not very good manners. 
Where one 


docs not have the excuse of reading 
the paper because It is tho only op- 
portunity to do so nt breakfast then 
it is Ics's pardonable than otherwise 
If it is quite clear that the reading is 
simply actuated by curiosity and im- 
patience then there Is even less ex- 
cuse for It. 
The fact is that with 


many families mealtime is the onl.v 
oppo'rtunity for friendly leisurely in- 
tercourse 
and 
where 
one 
person 


fhoosos to put a damper on that spirit 
he is acting in a decidedly unsocial 
manner. 


If a person breakfasts alone that is 


another matter. 
Then ho may read 


the paper for companionship.

a hotel restaurant when you occupy

uniform divorce law. What is known as the Edmonds bill aims to accom- 
plish this end. The purpose of this bill is to limit the grounds of divorce.

favor of more stringent divorce laws grows out of the fact that the divorce 
evil has become universal. 
Another trouble is that most people who are 


seeking divorce arc not satisfied with a legal separation. The underlying 
purpose of it all is too often the intention of marrying agam as soon as tho 
divorce has been granted.

MAY GiVfi SHICK TEST 


In order to pet thft sentiment of th« 
parents of »cliool children in AdKms 
county with regard to their giving 
xionsent to the general use of the 
Shick test in all schools of the coun- 
ty. Dn J. Bruce McCreary, associate 
chief medical tllrector of the State 
Department of Health, ha» sent ques- 
tlonaDres to every doctor in this coun- 
ty with instructions to fill them In 
and return them after a week's in- 
quiry. The purpose of the Shick test 
which was demonstrated at the War- 
ner hoHpltal on 8 children of the 
school age on January 7 this year, is 
to find out -whether the child has 
natural immunlEatfton from the diph- 
theria germ. If the test discloses a 
negative 
result,

result in a positive diagnosis after 48 
hours, then the serum toxin-antitoxib 
will be injected Into the system of the 
palient titotil fmfher tests diisclose 
that the patient is Immune.

Choap trnnB])nrtation provides tho 
dcnizons of preat citics with fond at moderate prices. 
Ilundrods of articles tlial two gcnerationB ago were 
lionie made are now faclury made and tliese factoricfi 
arc in cities. 
Tower-driven machinery on the farm 
relcapep a part of the rnral poi)ulation for other pur- 
suits. 
Tlie 8(a(e of affairs has stimulated the exodus 
of the young people from the hard work and penny- 
pinching of the farms to the prospering, easy-going 
(»ities. 


The country has not been keeping a fair share of its brighter boys 
and girls. 
It has bcrn the young people with spirit and initiative who 
have responded to the call of the distant city. 
Had they stayed on the 
farm, this spirit of initiative would have shown itself along rural lines. 


In certain older i)arts of the country which have been losing their 
young people to the West and the cities for two generations, there is a 
visible moral decline. 
The roads arc neglected so there is less social inter- 
course and a smaller turnout to school, to church and public events. 
School buildings and grounds have deteriorated. 
The church is in a rut 
or has even disappeared. 
Frivolity engrosses the young because no one 
organizes singing schools, literary societies or debating clubs. 
The next 
generation, liaving missed the benefits of these communal institutions, 
shows itself coarse, sensual and irresponsible. 
There is a marked decline 
in the standards of individual and family morality. 
This is an explana- 
tion of the "degeneracy'^ that one finds in certain rural parts of New Eng- 
land and middle states. 


The remedy is to make life on the farms more attractive. 
There is 


need of redirecting rural education, reinspiring the rural church, multi- 
plying societies of recreative opportunities a.ud dispelling the false glam- 
our of the distant city. 
The young peojile need to be shown that farming 
can be made to pay if one puts brains and energy to it. 


The Interference of Radical Leaders

We could then sit and say to labor and to the employer, "If you 
cannot settle your quarrels without bringing civil war on the hel]desp 
public, then thi.s government will do it for you.''
